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For various reasons the Conference of Statisticians of Australia which met in 1902 and 1903 passed no 
resolutions. 


In 1902, the amount of work to be undertaken by the Conference was such that it was necessary for the 
detailed work to be carried out by sub-committees. Recommendations made by these sub-committees were adopted by the 
Conference. 


Recommendations were also adopted by the Conference of Statisticians of 1903. They are contained in the 
Report of this Conference. 


All such recommendations are included in the index, marked with an asterisk. 
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
